BERN, Switzerland, April 


7.—(JP) — Advices reaching 
here tonight said that Ger- 
man forces had not captured 


•i any strategic points at the 


-end of the second day of 
nazi smashes on a 750-mile 
front into Greece and Yu- 
goslavia. 
The Nazis' 
heaviest blows ap- 


parently were their olve bomber 
raids on cities, 
railway 
centers, 


airports and bridges, even while 
the allies carried the expanded war 
to Italy on the Albanian front. 
Yugoslav airmen 
turned 
their 


own restricted blitz technique on 
German forces, their 
bases and 


lines of supply.

An oil train near the Hungarian- 


Austrian frontier, three Hungari- 
an railway stations through which 
Nazi military traffic was passing 
and airports in 
Hungary 
were 


bombed, according to the piece- 
meal reports. 


With tough Serb and Greek re- 
sistance reported all along the rug- 
ged, mountain front, the German 
government told its people to ex- 
pect no blitzkrieg as in Poland 
and France. 


At unidentified places—presum- 
ably, however, in mountainous dis- 
tricts along the Bulgarian frontier 
—Nazi troops 
were reported 
to 
have penetrated as much as twen- 
ty-five miles into Yugoslavia. 


Yugoslav Air Force Busy. 


But the Yugoslav air force also 
was busy and was said to have 
raided long-established 
Nazi 
air 


and lanrl bases <n. .Hungary. Ru- 
mania and Bulgaria. The only di- 
rect word from Yugoslavia, whose 
communications are disrupted, was 


I that her artillery had opened a vio- 


lent barrage 'On the Albanian fron- 
tier, apparently preparatory for a 
Yugoslav attack on the northern 
wing of Italy's1 army. 


The Greeks declared they were 
holding all along the new Struma 
* Valley line except at one 
point 
where they lost a fort yesterday, 
and the Yugoslav army appeared 
still to be falling back from the 
north to more defensible mountain 
positions. 


Germany reported her army al- 
ready had penetrated eighteen to 
twenty-five miles into Yugoslavia 
and told of great damage to trans- 
port and communications by the 
air force, but acknowledged the go- 
ing was hard across northern and 
eastern 
Yugoslavia 
and 
dowji 
Greece's Struma Valley. 


The Greeks and Yugoslavs, in- 
spired by promises of United States 
supplies, appeared to be exacting 
every advantage from the Terrain. 
There was scant detail in actual 
engagements. 


Drive Against Fascists. 


The Ljubljana, Yugoslavia, radio 
announced that Yugoslavia artil- 
lery had opened fire along the Al- 
banian front in opening a drive 
against Fascist forces already hard- 
pressed by Greeks In that Adriatic 
nation.

7.—(IP)—Short on men and 
arms, but long on courage, 
Greek 
infantrymen

today in narrow Macedon- 
ian mountain passes spotted 
with the wreckage of 10 German 
tanks destroyed in the first day 
of warfare. 


A high command communique 


reported the most furious fighting 
in Struma Gorge, which was said 
to be strewn with German dead 
as the Greeks held doggedly 
their defenses against combined 
blows of tho Luftwaffe and Nazi 
land forces. 


With the motto "They Shall Not 
Pass," the Greeks stopped the Ger- 
man invasion with the loss of but 
one fort, the high command an- 
nounced, although the Nazis gain-1 
ed some ground in a day of "fierc- 
est fighting." 


Athens had its second air raid 


alarm today since Sunday morn- 
ing and thousands 
stood, in the 


streets to watch a German plane 
race over amid bursts of anti-air- 
craft fire. No bombs fell. 


The high command 
said 
the 


Greek positions were defended only 
by "very small Greek forces" and 
a spokesman declared: 


Nazi Forces Greatly Superior. 
"We are fighting against forces 


ten times superior, against me- 
chanical implements 
a 
hundred 


times greater, but our soldiers are 
holding fast, even though German 
airplanes rage, over their heads."

Germans Aim at Salonika. 


The German blow, evidently aim- 


ed at the vital Greek port of Sa- 
lonika, fell at 5:15 a. m. Sunday 
(9:15 
p. m., GST Saturday) as Ger- 


man troops who occupied Bulgaria 
weeks ago drove across the bor- 
der and down the Struma. 


Spurred on by the exhortations 


of their King and war command- 
er, the Greek people, now stand- 
ing against the might of both Ger- 
many and Italy, defiantly cried: 
"They shall not pass."

He attacked arguments that the 
money would come from tho gen- 
eral fund, explaining his bill sets 
up a special social security fund 
which would be financed with tho 
first $2(1,820,000 produced from lev- 
ies which now go to tho deficit- 
laden general fund. 
Since the security fund is separ- 
ate and apart from tho general 
fund it could Issue non-discount- 
able warrants for old age assist- 
ance which would be matched by 
the federal government, he Insist- 
ed. 


The appropriation bill which the 


House defeated and later refused 
to consider was the most clear-cut 
issue that has como 
before 
the 
Legislature since he has been gov- 
ernor, O'Daniel asserted. 


Ho added: 
"A vote for it meant positively 
that old age pensions and other 
social security obligations would bo 
paid without any question whatev- 
er,"A vote against it meant leaving 
the whole problem In doubt, with

Britain Asking 


50 Per Cent Tax 
People's Income 


LONDON, April 7.—#P>—Britain 


called upon her people—rich and 
poor—today to pay a 50 per cent 
income tax toward financing the 
war under a record budget esti- 
mate of 4,207,000,000 pounds (about 
$16,828,000,000.) 


This budget was called "domestic 
expenditure" because the 
figure 
does not take into account mate- 
rial to come 
from 
the 
United 
States under the aid-to-Britain act. 
Sir Kingaley Wood, 
chancellor 


of the exchequer said: "Amounts 
of payments in the United States 
under existing orders before the 
end of the financial year (March 
31, 1942) will be far beyond the 
figure of 5,000,000,000 pounds ($20,- 
000,000,000) which I have seen men- 
tioned In various quarters." The 
estimate also excluded 
payments 
to bo made to the United States 
under existing orders. 


The limit of tax exempt Income 


wag lowered by 10 to 110 pounds 
($440) a year to add 2,000,000 low 
wage earners to the tnx rolls.

It should have a strong 
influence In bringing new indus- 
tries to Texas." 
The governor, who had asked 
the legislation as an

matter, said four states, Michigan, 
Illinois, Florida and South Caro- 
lina, already had requested copies 
of the statute. 
In special messages to tho Leg- 
islature, O'Daniel had assorted that 
although there were no strikes in
